In the HouBO of CommouB, M/iroli 10th 
Mr. M»ckeiizie (Lambton) introduced fi 
Bill entitled an Act to provide for tlio 
oonstructiou of a lino of railway from 
EBquimalt to Nauainio, in the rroviiioa 
of Britiali Columbia. He stated that the 
neooaaity for tbia Bill arose from the fact 
tbattbe Government hnd agreed with the 
Oov'orniiient of British Columbia, ao ox- 
plninod in tho papers laid before tho 
HouBO, to build this work at as early a 
date as possible. The gOT«rnment hod 
taken an eatimato of a cortaiu amount to 
!>• Mpduded duriny; tha year, but had 
not the F»rliam«ut«ry authority fur tak- 
ing tke necessary steps iu connection 
with the oonstruotion of tho railway as 
to IsndH and otherwise. The govornmenl 
■was uot prepared to ooDsidor this lino a 
part of tho Canadian Pacifio Rail^^ .\v. ""'1 
thorafora rffquirrtd Hix'oial authority for 
ita construction. Parluuuont nii^,'lit, if it 
■aw fitatany future time, declart) the 
road to be part of tho Pacific llaihyar, 
protidtd it is iu a lino with tho point 
cLosou for tho ultimate terminus of the 
Pacific Eaihray. If tbatabouldba at Buta 
Inlet, fur iusta'nco, and Parliament de- 
cide to go boyond the head waters of 
Bute Inlet and connect with Niumiiiio it 
would becomep.irt of tho Pacific KailTvay . 
At pro.sent tho government did not i)ro- 
posB to considar it as such, but would 
oimply build the road as an ordinary 
government railway, leaving tbe future 
to b« controUod by Parliament, The 
flr»t seeliou decl.'vn'd that there shall be 
a railway cotiHtructod between the two 
points ho Lad mentioned. Tho second 
■aotion dotermiaed tha gauge, and that 
the GoTornorin Council might provide 
Buoh material and specifications aa might 
bo requirsd for its construction. The 
third lection gave the Governor in Coun- 
cil authoritj to ent»r into contracts with 
individuals for its coualruciiou. Tlu- 
foUowing sub section* were jiracticaily 
zepatition* of tUa clausea in tbe Pacitic 
Railway Bill of last year regarding the 
eeourity to be given and the mode of 
payment to contractors, namely, ten 
thousand dollars fi niiio and a grant of 
land BoruQwliPre on tlio lino of the i^iciflo 
Eailwny. The 111). 5lh and Gtli nectiotis 
referred to tha letting of tho contract.*, 
irMiDfa.tbe governnaent did not propose 
to submit for tho approval of Parliament, 
for the reason tliat he expected to be 
able at pomo time during tho season to 
let out contracts for tliib work wh'-n Par- 
liamentary sanction would be asked n: 
the ordinary way. As the Ui)veruineiit 
in this Bill did not recognize the branch 
an part uf the Canada Paoitio, it became 
necessary to have a special section re- 
ferring to tho land ^rant from the Pro- 
vinces, and secti.TU 7 provided that the 
railway shall not be conmicnced, nor 
eball any contract ho Piitercd into fm- 
tbo construction thereof nulil tho (lov- 
ernment of British Columbia shall grant 
and convey to tho Dominion, to be ap- 
propriated in such a manner as tbe Do 
miaiOQ Guvernment may deem favorable 
in furtherance of the undertaking, a biin 
ilur oitcnl of land along the line of rail 
■way, not to e.tceed twenty miles from 
either side, to that appropriat-.'d from tlie 
Dominion lands iu tlio Mortli-west atul 
Manitoba for a like purpose. Section 11, 
with its sub-sections, ajjplied certain 
provisiona of tho j^'enerAl K.iiiway .-Vet to 
the undertaking in (jue.-iliun, tio far a-* 
might be nacesHnry for the iiurjuvfo of 
carrying out the law. The Bill, although 
long, was vor^' .'iimple, and, fur tho niusL 
part, was a rapotitiou of tho clausea in 
the Canadian Pacific Act. 
Tbe Bill was read a first time.

On this liiU ^Qiing ui) for .second 
reafiiug,, M**"- Speaker deoiiled thnt the 
Bill'wafl in order for Booond roiiding. 

Mr. H)pe:ikor'i dociaion was ordor(Hl to 
De phieod oil tho .Minute.s of the House. 

Mr. HuirtphreyH demanded information 
BB to whetlsfu- till) aid from tiie Iniijeriiil 
and Canadian Governmonts was to bo in 
?6"o shape of free gifts or otherwise ? He 
was prepared to support the first olanse 
of th"i» Jiill if tlio Provinee was not to bo , 
charged with the money necossary to 
build tlin (b ii'k, and if the pf'ojiln of tiio 
Province wi>re not to Im t;iieil for tho 
maintenance of .sai<l dock; but more li^iht 
Wto W|titcd from the Ministry. The peo- 
ple of the Mainland were against this 
dock beiug built if its coflt was to be n 
tax on the rnvemio of I h(> Province. lie 
r«ad rortolulionR jiriHsod by a nieeting at 
LlUooet, denouncing tiio pro[)os(Hl eon- 
•truction of tho dock if it was to bo a 
ah]t^ge''Dpon tho Province, and also in 
opposition to tho proposed capitalization 
of the subsidy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Under no ciroiiinstancos could 
be vot( for the last claUKe of tlio P.ill. 
Both tlie IniiMiiia! luid t;anadiau Govern- 
ments' ndvniiceH, he believed, were in the 
natore o/. A; loiiii- J^I''' UeCoKiiio.i was 
upeoiatly instructed by tlii-^ Govtuumont 
to ?wroi^ mortnj/ f rom the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, ihd (Mr. Hu.inphceys) was pre- 
pared to prove that the word '"advance" 
luertiit "lo.iii." l[o quotoil from tho 
JJltlTlBii Cor.oNtsT of June 10th, 1871, 
whioh oont.iinod Ji copy of iMr. Maokon- 
Xifi'sJmU Wljich allowed the CAimdian 
ffovernment to advance u« "ii2riO,0()(J 
tvch ailrniire to In: deiliicti/il froinllieauinutl 
tulmidy dufi British (Joluinhtaby Ganutia.' 
Tliis $'250,000, then, wan a loan, and ive 
jrero roiiuired to go into debt for it, ai- 
•nuing that this Bill wa:i a eorreot oojjy. 

Hon. Dr. Ash sentovor a copy of the 

Hon. I^r, tfumphpeys having roail the 
Act said hon. gentloinen might l.'iugh, 
but fivon i( tho eluuao requiring ri.'pny- 
nient was .struck out of tho Act, it waLjthe 
(•asiept thing iinaginahln for hon. gontle- 
mon oppo!>ite to aacortaiii from Ottawa 
jrhftthqr this money was a gift; or a loan. 
jBfe:»a(l ft lAttat from Mr. Rosooe, M. P., 
ami t>nbH»hpd in the BBiTisn Colonist of 
Juno ]fif, wlioiejn that geutlonmij dis- 
tinotly iitates that t lid liioiiey nuis not in- 
Umdnd as a gift. Ho next quotod from tlio 
Standard (Local Govoriinieiit organ) 
ieadiug arliolo, April 21.st, 1871, in whioh 
it wBH said that tho hon, Provinoial Se- 
cretary had roceirod a telegram Bfftting 
that ,€20^000 of tho Imperial aid KM in the 



form of a loan and tho dook was to bo hold 
as security for principal nnd intorest. 
This papor is tho Oovernmout organ. 
Ho asked if tho Provincial Covornmont 
had rocoivod such 11. telegram, and if so, 
why was it not produced hero? Was this 
atttoment truo or nntruo ? 

Hon. Dr. .Ash said they bad never re- 
ceired any such tslogram or ever per- 
mitted such a telegram to ba published. 
Ho would like to seo tho paper. 

Hon. Mr. Huini)hreyH — Hero ia the 
papor. If it ia a falsehood, it^ a^,v^|jy 
serious ono. [The paper was passea oTer.j 

Hon, Chiof Commisyiouerrcforrod hou. 
Mr. Humphreys to the corrasponde ncB. 

Mr. Humphreys replied that tho more 
he studied that corresjiondenco and the 
more he became mystiliod. At Ottawa, 
at this presout moment,, Mr. DeCosmos 
^Tfts abusing Jlr. MaokehSe ^D^altaA liis 
(Mr. DeCosmos) couldn't understand 
wliother the money was to bo a loan, or 
gift. 

Hon. Dr, Ash, having road tho Sftniii- 
ard article, hero rose and said that ho 
had only rocoivod ono tslegrani from tho 
Imperial Govorumeut and that telegram 
promised the money as a free gift. 

Hon. Mr. Humpliroya — Then tlio arti- 
cle in that paper — which la agoTerninent 
0110 and in government pay — is fal.io. 
They should be nshnir.od to publish hucIi 
an artiolo, and tlio Ciovernraent was cul- 
pable for not having refuted tlio stalo- 
meut when it appeared. This Dock was 
to cost $750,p(|p nt least, and $20,000 a 
year for maitil6na>ice. The House should 
bu po.sitivo tliat tho money to build it 
WRB to ho in tlio iiaturo of free gifts, and 
that tlioao free gifts would bo su/lioient 
to l)nild tho Dock. In order to bo sure 
on tlieso points and to give tho govern- 
mont ample time to give more light" hfe 
would move as an amendment that tho 
second reading bo poitponed until after 
the Estimates had been brought down 
and tlio House go into Committee ' of 
VViiyH and Means. 

jilr, .Brown seconded. 

Mr. MeUreight said, that^whilo not 
agreeing with all that the mover of the 
amen Imunt had uttered (he regarded tho 
money promised for the Dock as no tax 
on the Province) yet ho was opposed to 
the proposed capitalizing of any part of 
the revenue of tho Proviiico that was de- 
rived from tho Dominion Government, 
and asked from what source iras the re- 
venue of this Province to be derived to 
make good the deficieucy that would be 
caused by tho withdrawal of this annual 
sum of .11,5,000. Wo received $220,000 
a year from the Dominion. As our C^us- 
toms rovonno wont to Canada we could 
not expect anything from thatsonroe. Ho 
tberieiaminod all the local soaroes of re- 
Tcuue and showed thaf the revenue of the 
Pr ivince must be limited for many j'ears 
to come, Tho Island ladd.^ were already 
goi'efortlie llaihvay, and if tho line were 
brought down the feasor Valley, all tho 
lands 20 miles on each .^ido of tho line 
wolild bo gone.too. Thus the very croara 
of the Island In^nda would jiass out of the 
hands of the Province. ,Ue feared tpt^ 
all tho land sold by . the Proy'incie .'{si^je 
the liOtli .Inly, 137;!, would have to bo ac- 
oountad for to the Dominion Governtnent. 
The land fund v;as therefore likely to 
diniiuish. Tho miaiug fund is already 
falUng off, and tha oxDenses of governing 
a gold field were always greater than tho 
receipts. The licenses amounted to Sod, - 
OUO ill JS7:!, and if they increased in vol- 
nine they would be likely to go to tlio 
Municip.ilitie.s. Tho court fee.s,Sll,0;)l, 
wore not likely to increase ; and the roaJ 
tax was only §17,000 in amount. Ho asked 
from what souroes the revonne was to be 
increased to make np thia $45,000 a year. 
Ho yielded to no ono in a liincore desire 
to see the country advance, [lluar hear, J 
llo thought it would bo hotter to impo.so 
a niodorato tax than to borrow money in 
order to prodiico therewith ii temporary 
and delusive prosperity, The loss of re- 
TODue by the proposed measure -woj^ld 
amount to hhe-flfth of tho 'subsidy, and 
ho could not see from what source th(! 
(ii)vcriiiiient joiild hooc to obt.iin any 
income to replace it. Besides, he argued, 
it is by such Iranriaclious as thia thu,C wu 
iluill be judged uloo.Td, aud he aukcd if 
this would bo likely to inorease the cou- 
lldence of caiiitaj ists in ;tbe| Province, 
Would they not say thatsnoib extravagant 
management could only end in the im- 
position of crushing real estate tuxes and 
accordingly bo rather aliy of investing 
amongst us; and particularly if tho mo- 
ney 80 obtained wero invested iu public 
works whi< h wero not re^nuaeratiyo. Ho 
holieved also that in viSw oP-the '&pp«!p- 
out univillingr»e»a of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to comiiioDCp tJie railroad it was 
an unwise iiieasurc. They might argue 
tint a people who wero ready to speiui 
their own money in tlii.<i reckb-ss nmiuipr 
wanted to get tho railroad built in order 
only to have aop»e ijiillions of dollars cir- 
cu' ted amongat (heoi. . He nt^ul^, |)^ 
gliiil if the Government would show from 
wli.it Hoiircf^ tli.-y ei-i'(oti'(l to tji.'t llio ro- 
Tciiiie t(; replace the* Slj.lldO tlicy iiropus- 
cd by this Bill to destroy. Ha had op- 
posed the expeiidituro of tho ,?oOO,GOO 
last year, but that was now i.i|.ioiit and he 
sii|)posed niui't be paid even if llu y had 
to draw upon tJaiiada to do it; iuit bo 
i)|)[iosoil tiio sclrMne sliadowe.l f.jrt'i i i 
tho 'Jd Claui.e '.f the Bill, and beliiiViid 
that anv t'Uoit aiiil dulu.iivo prosperity 
which might apparently flow from it 
would bo dearly paid fv by crushing 
real esp.te taxes. He did not like to be 
sunpiciouH; but it certainly looked as if 
thn (iovi.'rnment were very anxicms [iij^i^i 
the money before tho Estimates were 
bn;ught ilown. Ho should be obliged to 
vota for tho »iuondniont of thb"'inember 
for Lillooot. (Applauaej. -> -7 

Mr. Smith, after cojnpariog. the ,Prx 
Dock to Hamlet's Ghost, and a few re- 
marks respeoling the road from Ynle 
wliicli caused coiiHidorablo laughter, aaiil 
that ho wi>uld supiiort the bill, 

Mr. Henilin. regarded tho matter as a 
more tran.sl'erriiig of money from Canada 
to this Province, and contended that tho 
llouao would reserve to itself the right, to 
say how much of the nine hundred 
thousand dolhirs should bo spent 
in each yi'ar, ,uul, regarding the fsars of 
the moiiibiir for V'ieloi la.tloit tlioieveuue 
\Vi)iil(l sulfur, he tl ungli! that tho lion, 
gentloinau had not c in.-^iilerod the increase 
which \v(5uld acoriio from tho la.tation of 
the railroad land, 

Mr. A. \i. Itob'rb'on had no doubt that 
i' Jie hill had bcoiidividod into two|parts, 
lha first part would hiivci passed ivith- 
out dillipulty. Tho real point of objec- 
tion, was that it was not brought down 
in ftoeordanoo with Parliainonlary praj- 
tice. Ho believed that accor.liiig to lh« 
( biverninoiit Hcdieiiu* the Dry Dock would 
not cost tli« I'roviueo a fartliiiig, and 
uiuhir tlioHO I'iroiinislanees tho bill, if it 
had only consisted of the lir.st clause, 
would have passed without a disaontient 
voice.< Bwp<*t|ng the seoon^/ .olijmB^, 
hoverar, ho onlirel^ agt«ed iritb tho 



viows of tho ajniomieraber for Victoria. 
Tho amendraont was to let the bill lay 
ovjr until tho Govorniuont had brought 
down tho Estimates, and ho thought the 
Ministry might-eflsilj^ t^^^o to SO reason- 
able a proposition.f'and'allow the "Houso 
to deal intelligently with it. Ho would 
bo glud if the Government would inform 
thoai how tho money was obtained for tho 
carrying out of the public works as- 
sented to by the Houaolast voar; did tho 
Government sell debentures? and if so, 
t^ whom' .arid for what?,, ,In short, how 
does th^'Proyinoe stand, and what do we 
o\Te?''If he were a member of the Gov- 
ernment he. would bo glad to atTord nil 
possible informntion OQ tho subjeot and 
ho felt bound to support the amandment. 

The hon. Chief Commisiioner said all 
the information whioh tho hon. membar 
had asked for would bo furnished before 
tkey were asked to voto one dcllor of the 
money , and none of iboould bo spent 
without tho consent of the House. 

Dr, Toliulo bogged tho House to take 
notice that tho hon, gentleman who had 
just sat down had not told the IToiiso any- 
thing at all as, to how the revenue was to 
be mpdOf gpod. ' 

Hon. Mr. Boaven repeated that in spite 
of tho abolition of tho road tolls and 
other reiliictioiiH of taxation, tho revonne 
had risen some §'20,000 a year for tho la.'it 
year or two. 

!Mr, Mc.Creight said this was no answer 
to his on(|iiiry. Ha would like to heartha 
items. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven said tho itoms would 
bo furnished when tho Finance Ministor 
brought down his statement. 

Dr, Tolinio would like to remind the 
last speaker that ho had stated in his 
placQ in till) Homo that tho revonuo from 
I ho sale of land would [irobably dccroaso. 
He thought the (rovornmeut might delay 
tho question for a few day.s. A day or 
two would onalilo tho Houss to hoar the 
answer made to Mr. DeCosmos respect- 
ing llie free gift or loan mystery. In his 
opinion tho capitalization of the S"JO0,O0l) 
oughtnot to be proceeded with until tho 
people had been con.sultod upon theiiues- 
tion oud they were allowed a chancii to 
say whether they apjiroved of having 
their inheritance 8qu*ndered to produce 
a little toraporary prosperity.' He would 
veto for thn amendment. 

Mr, Robson,— The hon. Chief Commis- 
sioner says the £50,000 from Canada is a 
free gi(^. Tho Premier of the Dominion 
says it is a loan. The say-so of the latter 
is more potent than tho former; and it 
was to bo feared that so long as Mr. Mac- 
kenzie adher«d to his view Columbia 
would exiierionoe somo difficulty in get- 
ting any part of the money as a gift. 
The hon. member quoted from papers to 
show that there was nothing before tho 
House to jnstif£^it in aooepting tho ipsi 
dixit of the government. In faot tho 
course of tho government in withholding 
the Estimates, whioh had been printed 
for a fortnight, aud asking tho House to 
])ass this Bill in the dark, was, to say the 
least, suspicious, lie had alwAya regard- 
ed tho diCforence betwoen the real and al- 
lowed debt as so much capital invested 
in perpetuity for tiio ba.iefit of present 
and future generations. It constituted, 
in fact, an important part of tho basis of 
tho Provincial erodit. Once tako that 
away and you nerioualy doprecato tho 
public credit. Ouc'» give (rovernment 
<!ontrol of that and it will melt away in 
two or tlireo years, and, the trace of it 
will har<lly bo seen. Ho oontended lhat 
as its investment was ono of tho condi- 
tions of Union, sanctioned by the people, 
it should not now ha disturbed thought- 
lessly aud without tho sanction of tho 
[jeoplo. He cliallonged the government 
to produce the Eitimatei and show what 
they really wantid tttie money for and 
not ask hon. members to vote it awav in 
the dsrk. If thoir polioy was suoh as 
would stand the light and scrutiny of 
tho House, why all this concealment V 
Lot them bo honest and frank with tho 
House and tho country. 

Tho Speaker then put tho amendment 
to tin? voto,'wbioh was lost, and tho names 
being called for stood as follows:

Mr. llnmphroyB movod as an araend- 
nu'ut to Clause 1, tho insertion of tho 
words "provided that no jmrt of the Pro- 
vincial revenue shall bo usad iu the con- 
struction of tho dock." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that tho G.n-ern- 
mcnt would not accept any amendment 
(dtlier to tho Ist or 2d Clause, and if tho 
Uonsu waE apposed to public works ha 
would like to know it, 

Mr. Humphroys oomplaiued of the in- 
sulting tone adopted towards the House 
iiy tho hon, Ciiief Commissioner. The 
^/•'overnraoiit u.ssurod tlio House that it 
would not 1)0 neeesssry to l%x the country 
to I'onitruct the dock, ami jet, btr.-.ugo to 
SUV, tiiey objected to the proposed amend- 
ment. Ho was more convincod than ever 
that the Government had no foundation 
for their assertions, 

The hon. Provinoial Saoretarysaid tho 
(i(jvoniiuont had an equal right to doubt 
llio afisn.'-tion of tho hon. menibnr for 
Ijillooet that ho had liooii siienially ro 
ijuc.'iteil by hia cOHStitlK lis to oppose tho 
lull. Ho ooutonded that the amondmont 
would prevent the govemmout from get- 
ting tho Canadian grant. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that every caro 
would 1)0 taken that British Columbians 
would liavo a idiauca to tf.ndor for tho 
dock, that it would bo constructed larj^o- 
ly of rubble nod oemotit: and ho hopod by 
next August to see C'JO mon employed on 
it, none of whom would bo Chinamen. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson honed that he 
should not bo inisnndBrstood. Ho was in 
favor of the 1st olauso of tho bill, but 
rauiit oppose tho second. 

Mr, Hmithe thought the Govornment 
would not accept tho money if it should 
turn out thai it was only a loan after all. 

Mr. Holbrook supported, tlio fiuiond- 
iivnl. 

.^lr. Uiiinphreys rono and mid that hav- 
iiij; roceivd tho .nssiiraticn of tho (iov- 
ernuiont that no part of tho pi'ovincial 
roviiiiuo would bo usod for the oonstruci- 
tion or inaintonanoe of the dooH he would 
iio\Y withdraw the amendment. 

Clause 1 was then passed.

Mr, McCraight would not at that late 
hourgoovor the whole question, but 
could not holp expressing his ro(;rat that 
I he Govoriuaunt were unable or uuwill- 
iiiff to givo an an.iwor, oxoept-afew gen- 
eral asiiortions, to his ijuostion as to how 
till' rovenue was to be reimhnrscd, and to 
clialloiigo ilu!

In tho Hou.so of tJoiumons;— 
Mr. Jones (Halifax) ci;,llod attention 
to the fact that tho American Govorn- 
meht were "violating tho spirit of the 
treaty of 1872, under whioh lobstors 
•should bo adniittod froo from Cauad v in- 
to the United States, Tho mannor in 
which this was dono was by imposing a 
duty, not on lobsters but on tho pack 
agoH in which, thoy were eaclosed. This 
duty amoanted to.itbonfc itori per cent. , 
and the annual export from New Brnns- 
t.o thn United States of lohstorn alone 
amounted to ifoU, 000, and tho duty on 
tho csns ainounl(id practically to a diff- 
erential duty in favor of American fishor- 
inen. 

Mr. Mackenzie said this circumstancos 
had not escaped the notice of the Gov- 
ernment, and the contention was that, 

although Canadian fish woro to bo ad- 
miltsd freo into the Uuit.'d S-tates under 
tho Washington Treaty, tho packages 
might bo taxed. It wag an unreasonable 
course on tho part of the United States 
Govornment, and this government had 
made representations on the subjeot, but 
it was not in their power to enforce 
strictly tho terms of the Treaty other- 
wise than by jirotesting against those in- 
fractions at Washington. 

;\rr. Blake said that if that courso woro 
continued hy the United States Govern- 
ment it would destroy the whole benefit 
of tho Treaty tp Canada, as a largo por- 
tion of tho fiah exported to the United 
Stales had to bo exported in packages; 
and, if it were allowablo to placo a tax on 
hdister cans, they might on tho same 
princiulo tax barrels and boios to such 
an e.\.l(M3t as to bo prohibitory. Ho hold 
it to bo clear law that, if it had been in- 
tended ,a8 It oertoinly was by this Treaty, 
that wo should have tho right to send in 
prcservnii fish to the United Stafos under 
tho 'I'reatj, it wa:i intended also that tho 
ussential packa;<e.i stiould likewise be ad- 
mitted fi'ee. He liojiad it woiihl not be 
alloweil to go out to the world that all 
wo could do was to protest against this 
violation of tho law. He did not think 
that a great power would deliberately 
violate not only the spirit but the letter 
of a solemn compact, 

Mr. Mackenzie said there was not only 
A violation of this treaty, but the Amer- 
cans read it so as not to apjily to British 
Columbia, although the late Premier had 
determined that the Treaty did ai)[)ly to 
that Province a.s well as to tho other por- 
tions of the Dominion, yot tliis ^rovern- 
ment had not been able to obtain the right 
to send fish from that I'roTiuco to tho 
United States freo of duty. 

Sir ,7ohu Maedonald said that the only 
ground whioh the American Government 
could have for placing a duty on lobster 
packages was that they were made a cover 
for introducing a substantial article of 
cymmorce, na for instance, they imiiosed 
a duty on tho packages in wliich busts 
wero iaaportod from Euroi)o as foreign 
lead, W'ith respect to tho other points 
of this subject, in which it was alleged 
that the fish of British Columbia could 
not be admitted freo, ho had no hesita- 
tion in saying that it was iiilowed by tho 
Treaty to enter tho fish of British Colum- 
bia free as well as that of tho Atlantic 
coast. It was true tliat( at the time 'of 
tho passage of the Tr.aty, British Colum- 
bia was not a portion of tho Dominion; 
but it was now; and just the siuno as tiie 
treaties of coinmeroo between the United 
Slates and other nations ajiplied to Texas 
and a [jortion of Mexico after they be- 
came part of the Union, so would the 
Washington Treaty apply to Bfitish Col- 
umbia after it became a Province of thij 
Confederation. 

.Mr. riynn said ho trusted that some- 
thing more than a mure romoustranco 
would be made by this Govornment, as 
this tax on tho package.s in which lobstors 
wsre exported was a clear violation of 
tho Treaty, and, if. the same principle 
were apjiliod to all other kinds of fish, 
wo could not noLid any but dried fish into 
tho United States free of duty, under the 
Washingtou Tre.-%ty.
